Robert Patterson was a man 
of action, and he saw plenty of 
it in the Old Northwest during 
the revolution. 

He was with George Rogers 
Clark in the Illinois campaign of 
1778 and the expeditions a- 
gainst the Shawnees (1780) and 
the Miamis (1782) in the Ohio 
country, He marched against 
old Chillicothe with John Bow- 
man in 1779, and he was second 
in command to Daniel Boone at 
the Battle of Blue Licks in 
northern Kentucky in 1782. 

The American defeat at Blue 
Licks nearly proved disastrous 
for both Boone and Patterson, 
who were among the !ast of the 
retreating troops to leave the 
son Israel was killed in the 
conflict, found himself but off 
but broke through the Indians, 
outran them and swam across a 
river to safety. 

Patterson, suffering from 
wounds he had received in an 
encounter with Indians several 
years earlier, was exhausted 
and on the verge of collapsing 
during the retreat when one of 
his men, Aaron Reynolds, rode 
up to him on a horse. Reynolds 
jumped from the saddle and 
helped Patterson to mount. 
Patterson made it safely to the 
other side of the river, but 
Reynolds was captured by 
Indians. He soon escaped, 
however, and rejoined his com- 
Pany. 

When he was thanked by 
Patterson for saving his life, 
Revnolds told the officer that he 
had admired him greatly ever

In 
gratitude, Patterson gave the 
young soldier a large tract of 
land. 

The injuries that stowed 
Patterson during the retreat at 
Blue Licks were incurred during 
a journey up the Ohio River in 
1776. According to Patterson's 


McClellan's Station -- now 
Georgetown, Kentucky -- with 
six other men and stopped at 
Blue Licks for provisions before 
setting out on the Ohio in a 
canoe. They fanded at Point 
Pleasant where they picked up 
dispatches at the fort from 
Captian Mathew Arbuckle, in- 
tending to deliver them to the 
commandment at Wheeling on 
their way to Fort Pitt. 

As they resumed their voyage 
northward from Point Pleasant 
on the Ohio, they did so 
cautiously, realizing that un- 
friendly Indians might be lurk- 
ing along the shore.-In the 
evening the party usually landed 
about an hour before sunset to 
cook and eat supper, then 
continued up the river until after 
dark. They lit no fires at the 
overnight camps and slept as 
close as possible to the canoe. 

Believing that they were 
beyond the region of greatest 
danger, they changed their 
routine on the night of October 
12 when they stopped opposite 
Hockhocking Island at what is 
now Athens County, Ohio. 
Although it was late, they 
kindled a fire and cooked their 
meai, then lay down with five 
men on one side of the fire and 
Patterson and James Templeton 
on the other. The lack of caution 
proved disastrous as Indians 
attacked the group. 

“| saw the flash of the gun 
and felt the ball pass through 
me,” Patterson later recalled, 
“but where ! could not tell.../ 
sprang to take my gun, but my 
tight shoulder came to the 
ground. 1 made another effort 
and was half bent in getting ip 
when an Indian sorang past the 
fire..and struck me with his 
tomahawk..It went between two 
ribs...and penetrated the cavity 
of the body.” 

In his account of the incident, 
published in the Ohio National 
Journal, Patterson told of slip- 
ping away from the light of the 
fire and into the forest as the 
struggle continued. 

“Lt felt the blood running and 
heard it dropping in the leaves 
all around me,” he continued. 
“Presently | heared the Indian 
board the canoe and float 
past...1 could not see the fire 
but determined to find it and 
see if any of my comrades were 
alive.” 

Templeton and James Wein- 
ock, he discovered, were also 
seriously wounded, and David 
Perry suffered minor injuries. 
Joseph McNutt had been killed 
and scalped, and Isaac Greer 
was missing. Weinock was 
unable to travel: and demarded 
that the others go on without 
him. After proceeding a short 
distance, the survivors that 
Perry should continue to the 
nearest settlement to get help 
while Patterson, Templeton and 
Edwar Mitchell remained be- 
hind. Mitchell returned to check 
on the condition of Weinock 
and arrived just as he died. 

Eventually, Perry returned 
with a company of men under 
Captian Jonn Walls. “Suffice to 
say that these eyes flowed 
down plenteously with tears,” 
Patters said of his feelings at 
seeing the rescue party, “and | 
was so completely overwhelm- 
ed with joy that | feii to the 
ground.” 

Besides his service during the 
revolution, Patterson fought in 
a 1786 campaign against The 
Shawnees. He moved from 
Kentucky to Ohio in 1804, 
settling about a mile south of 
Dayton.

His 
biography recounts that he served in the 
Michigan House of Representatives. 
1947-50, in the Michigan Senate 1951-60 
in the Michigan Constitutional Conven- 
tion 1961-62, and was elected to 
Congress in 1962 and every two years 
since then. 

The withdrawal statement surprises 
me because | never had the impression 
Ed Hutchinson was having fun as a 
public official. | had always had the 
feeling that Hutchinson interpreted his 
role as one of duty than pleasure. 

Satisfaction, yes. Service, yes. Ful- 
fillment, yes. But fun? The thought 
never entered my mind when consider- 
ing Ed Hutchinson. 

dust the week before Hutchinson's 
announcement, another Republican, 
David Stockman of St. Joseph, an- 
nounced he would run for the 4th 
District seat. 

But Hutchinson said that didn’t affect 
his own plans. 

“| have successfully overcome op- 
position in the past, and could do so 
again,” Hutchinson said, in a statement 
that does not exactly ring with the 
recently heralded Hutchinson mirth. 

He has, and he did, and he 


undoubiediy could have again. So the 
plans of Stockman-a professional poli- 
tician in his own right at age 29 as a 
staff man in Congress—most likely did 
not influence Hutchinson one way OF 
the other. ;

of Allegan, Berrien, Branch, Cass, 
Hillsdale, St. Joseph and Van Buren.

Hutchinson’s heyday in the Michigan 
Capito! was reughly during the same 
years } plied my reporting trade there. | 
always found him bright, articulate, 
dedicated, reliable and frequently three 
steps ahead of the tide, although I'll 
have to admit | didn't always understand - 
him. ; 
His retirement plans show me a new 
and engaging side of Ed Hutchinson. 
I'm glad he’s had fun for the past 30 
years; he deserved it.

Local Credit 
Union Report 


The Crawford County Federal 
Credit Union in Grayling passed 
three milestones in less than a 
month. The first accomplish- 
ment was receiving a fifth 
consecutive Thrift Honor Award 
in January. 

The other two came on the 
same day, February 12. The 
Credit Union had its first 
one - hundred - thousand - 
dollar business day and passed 
the one-million mark at the 
same time. They started the day 
with assets of $926,000 and 
closed out the day at $1,029,000. 

This credit union conducted 
its first business on December 
28, 1968, so it passed the 
million dollar mark in 7 years 
and 44 days. The average Jength 
of time it takes most credit 
unions to reach this level is 19 
years.

Editor's Mailbox 
To the Editor: 

Many veterans on campus - 
those who were separated from 
active duty between 1955 and 
1966 - will not be able to use 
their G.1. Bill after May 31, 1976. 
This often means that one, two 
or three years of benefits will go 
down the drain because of the 
delimiting date. Many will be 
half way through’ their program 
and because of lack of funds 
will not be able to complete 
their program which will be a 
loss to them, their families, and 
ultimately to society. The gov- 
ernment will suffer too, because 
if these veterans were educa- 
tionally prepared for better 
paying jobs Uncle Sam would 
certainly profit from the addi- 
tional taxes these veterans 
would pay during their lifetime. 

Many were prevented from 
using their benefits at a prior 
date because of family and 

_other responsibilities. In so 
many cases the veteran was not 
even aware until the past year 
that there was a G.1. Bill still in 
effect for him. 

We doubt very much that 
there will be another extension 
of the delimiting date. It was 
extended from 1974 to 1976 last 
year. It would be a better idea to 
ask for an elimination of 
delimiting dates al-together. 
This would mean that the veter- 
an would be entitled to so many 
months of education which 
could be used at any time 
during his fifetime.

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— School Happenings — 


Superintendent's Corner 


By Fraser Dean 

School closings have been more frequent this year than in the 
past few years. The average number of days missed for road 
conditions in the Crawford AuSable Schoo! District is three but this 
year we've had four already and we've still got a lot of winter to 
come. In recent years the greatest number of days missed occured 
in 1969 when we missed eight days for vad roads. - 

Reports of impending bad weather means sleepless nights for 
most school superintendents because the decision to close schoo! 
must be done about 2% hours before scnoo! starts and the decision 
is never an easy one to make. If there is bad weather forecasted his 
phone may ring as late a 12:30 the night before and as eatly as tive 
o'clock the next morning. Sometimes the calls are from 
surrounding school districts but usually the calls are from some 
little imp who wants to influence the decision. 

The procedure for calling schools in the Crawford AuSable 
Schools is as follows: 

4. The transportation supervisor contacts the county road 
commission to get their assessment of road conditions. 

2. If road conditions are questionable he often drives on some 
of them to determine if school buses would have difficulty or not. 

i 3. Ug ten cas me to advise me about the read conditions anc 
based on the information he gives me | decide whether to send out 
the school buses or not. 

4. !f my decision is to cancel schoo! then I call all of the district 
administrators to advise them. They, in turn, call members of their 
staff who have been designated to call other members. 

§. 1 also call radio stations W.G.R.Y. in Grayling, W.W.R.M. in 
Gaylord and W.H.G.R. in Houghton Lake. In most Instances they 
will have the information by 7:00 a.m. and residents can get the 
information by tuning in to one of those stations. 

The other day (February 18) regular time schedule was 
disrupted somewhat because the freezing rain that was sweeping 
northward from the South didn't hit the district until about 7:00 and 
some of the school buses were already on the road.
